IS THERE A SPLIT? 


Pifferences Amoug the Democrats of the House as to 
Tariff Legi-'atlon—A Katty Question, 
Special to The Coustitution, 

Wasuineton, January 15.—A good deal of 
loose talk has been indulged in recently re- 
garding the diverse views of the democrats in 
congress on tariff legislation, and’ the effect 
this division will have on the action of the 
house. Mr. Randall, Mr. Cartin, Mr. Eaton, 
Mr. Converse, and other democrats who op- 
pose an agitation of the tariff now, on the 
line of Mr. Carlisle's inaugural address, have 
certainly had no conclave to devise the means 
of scotching the legislative wheels 
when they threaten to turn in_ the 
direction of reduced duties. They have not 
expressed any opinion as to what the ac- 
tion of the house, if it acts at all, should be 
on this question. Mr. Morrison has intimat- 
ed that no extreme measures will be brought 
in by his committee. In fact not one indi- 
cation has been given outto show the shape 
the tariff! question will assume before con- 
gress, Yet the most common talk of the hour 
isas to a probable democratic schism. In one 
sense thisisidie gossip for noone really repre- 
senting either opinion among the democrats 
has alluded to the possibility of such a split. 
In another sense there may be 
something quite serious in the talk referred 
to. Pariy lines are queerly drawn in tuiese 
days. Two men, bota called democrats, go 
into the same caucus, discuss their common 
party plansand yet differ in their views on 
every practical question that will arise before 
congress. Peopie are trying to surmise what 
the views of the democratic majority in the 
committees are on the vital qnueéstions of 
banking, currency and coinage. The simple 
fact of being a democrat or a republican does 
not locate a man on these issues. On the 
tariff widely differing views of expediency 
and policy exist among the democrats. 
The difference is not so striking among 
republicans, bat it exisis. When you say 
that the republicans assert the rignt of pro- 
tection for protection’s sake, and that the 
democrats deny this, but are willing to do the 
best they can in the way of incidental pro- 
tection in the raising of governmental reve- 
nue, you have drawn the only line possible 
between the two parties on that question.

THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 


Keport of the Commlittee—Stili More Talk Abont an 
Jatermiuable Subjoct. 

Wasuineton, January 15.—The report of 
the select committee of the senate, appointed 
in accordance with the resolution of February 
22d, last, to examine into the works of im- 
provement in progress on the Mississippi be- 
low Cairo, andinto the methods employed in 
making such improvements, and also into 
the jetty system, was presented to the sen- 
ate to-day. The commitee, which consisted 
of Senator Logan, chairman, and Senators 
Jones, Neyada, Sawyer, Jonas and Walker, 
met at Chicago on Ociober 27, all being pres- 
ent except Senator Jonas. Lt was decided to 
begin the work of investigation at Rock 
island; and testimony was accordingly taken 
at that place and at Burlin, heokee, Quincy, 
Alton, 8t, Louis, Cairo, Memphis, Helena, 
Greenville, Vicksburg, Lake Providence, St. 
Joseph, Natchez and New Orleans. In addi- 
tion to this testimony, the committee reports 
it Was assisted in its investigation by the en- 
gineers in charge of the work in the various 
districts visited, who came on board the beat 
on which the committee made its trip of in- 
spection, and pointed out and explained she 
features of the work under their control. 
Besides this, the committee report baving 
made a landing at all points wLere important 
works are in progress Or one already com- 
pleted, and having made a thorough examin- 
tion into Their character, extent and vaiue. 
Tne recommendations of the committee are 
brief. The report says the committee unites 
with the Miss ssippi river commission in the 
recommendations made in the latereport to 
the secretary of war that provision be made 
by jaw for the appropriation, by suitable pro 
ceedings, ofland and material necessary in 
any work of the Mississippi river improve- 
ment undertaken by the government, that 
the right-of the government to the free use 
for channelimprovement of material found 
in the bars and islands within the 
river banks be distinctly declared and 
defined; that rovisionS be made 
by the government for retaining control over 
the area of land reclaimed and buiit up from 
the river; also that provision be made for the 
punishment of persons making or assisting 
to muke any cut off at any neck or point in 
the river, or anyway interferring, without 
authority of law. with the channel or banks, 
or any work of improvement projected by the 
government. Ino conclusion the report says, 
“your committee has not deemed it to be 
Within the province of their mission 
to pass On the merits of the engineering plans 
now in process of execution on the Mississip- 
piriver. In view, however, of the good work 
already done by them, and the manifest re- 
sults achieved, and the reasonable hopes of 
further benefits to be derived from them by 
general navigation, commerce and trade, it is 
recommended that the sum of one million 
dollars be appropriated for the improvement 
of the river between Cairo and the mouth 
of the Illinos river, and one million dovliars 
between the mouth of the Illinois river 
and St. Pauli, and for the improvement of 
the river between Cairo and the head of the 
passes sucha sum of money as has been 
named by the Mississippi river commissioners 
in their report to the secretary of war, now 
before the senate, as being necessary for the 
further prosecution of the work going on In 
that district under their supervision. It is 
further recommended that these, as well as 
all future appropriations for the improve- 
mentof the Mississippi river, be made the 
sudject of a bill, separate and distinct from 
the one embodyiug the general appropria- 
tions for rivers and harbors.

THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER CRY FOR 
MONEY. 


A Vigorous Speech Against thejConstant Demand for 
Money to Improve the Plantations of Private 
Citizens-The Mexican Treaty Shoved 
Off Another Day—Other Legislation. 


Wasuinctron, January 15—In the senate 
this morning a numerously signed petition 
from citizens of Kansas was presented by 
Senator Plumb praying for the passage of a 
constitutional amendment conferring the 
right of suffrage on womeo, and several peti- 
tions were presented by Senator Blair, from 


citizens of Minnesota, praying that colonies. 


of families may be allowed to lay out villages 
on the public lands in order to establish co- 
operative industrial societies. Mr. Anthony’s 
resolution of some days ago, regarding retal- 
iatory- legislation by the United States, to 
meet the exclusion of American meacs from 
foreign countries was brought up. 

Along debate followed, in which a good 
aeal of opposition to the proposed retaliatory 
legislation was made, on the ground that, so 


long as we have no system of official or gov- 
ernmental inspection of food products in this 
country we have no authoritive data upon 
which to dispute the statements of the for 
eign governments that our meats are un- 
healtby. Senator Logan was the principal 
advocate of the resolution, but several ‘sena- 
tors opposed him in the debate. Finally, 
Mr. Miiler, of New York, thought the whole 
discussion premature. He uuderstood that 
in a few duys the state department would 
send to the senate the entire correspondence 
relating to the question involved, and with 
that Mr. Miller, pad no doubt, would come a 
recommendation from the president tbat the 
system of inspection of export meats should 
be established. The convention of cattle men 
had been sitting in Washington for some 
days, with whom the commissioner of agri- 
culture had beenin conference, and asa 
result of their efforts, Mr. Milier had no 
doubt measures would be taken to pre- 
vent the spread of pl-uro-pneumo- 
ina. These measures would not be 
in the direction of retaliatory, but rather pre- 
servative legislation. He, therefore, hoped 
the matter would go over for the present. 
The morning hour expiring, the matter went 
over. The senate then went into executive 
session, and on the doors being reopened, an 
order was made designating Senator Ingalls, 
of Kansas, to preside at tne opening of the 
senate to-morrow iu case of the absence of the 
President pro tempore, Senator Kdmunds, 
who expects to attend the meeting of the 
board of regents of Smithsonian institute, of 
which he isa member. Adjouraed

Aduiterations of Food— ithe Attack on the Mississippi 
River Sehemes. 

In the house, Mr. Green, of North Carolina, 
offered a resolution authorizing the commit 
tee on public health to inquire into the truth 
of the allegations of the aduiteration of fuod, 
and if it is shown that such practices exist, to 
suggest what legislation is necessary to correct 
the wrong, and give that committee authority 
to employ chemical and medical experts. 
Referred to the committee on _ pub- 
lic fhealth. Mr. Mills, of Texas, 
from the committee oh ways and means, 
reported as a substitute for the resolutivns 
offered by Mr. Hewitt and Mr. Belmont, of 
New York, a resolution requesting the presi- 
dent tu furnish the house with any informa- 
tion in his possession, including reports from 
the United S:ates consul, the special agent of 
the treasury department, the appraisers of 
customs and the decision of the departments 
concerning the undevaluatioa, false classifi- 
cation, and other irregular practices in the 
importations of foreign gvods. wares and 
merchandise, since January 1, 1882, and in his 
discretion prior thereto, and further requesting 
him to recommend what legislation, if any, 
in hig opinion, is needed to prevent frauds; oa 
revenue resulting from the causes above speci- 
fied. Adopted. 

Mr. Cobb, of Indiana, chairman of the 
committee on public lands, reported a bij! 
deciaring forfeited certain grants of lands 
made to certain states in aid of the construc 
tion of railways. Referred to the committee 
of the whole. The bill was described in the 
dispatches of the 14th inst, 

Mr. King, of Louisiana, chairman of the 
committee on Mississippi levees, reported a 
bill to close the ‘gap of the levees of the 
Mississippi river, and for the improvement 
of the navigation of thatriver. It appropri- 
ates $1,000,uu0 to be expended in accordance 
with the recommendation of the Mississippi 
river commission. Referred tothe commit- 
tee of the whole. 

Mr. Money, of Mississippi, chairman of 
the committee on postotlices and postroads, 
reported a bill making ail the public roads 
and highways post routes. Private calendar. 

Mr. Townsend, of Illinois, introduced a bill 
authorizing the president, during the recess 
of congress, to probibit any imports injurious 
tothe public healih from these countries 
which, on the same ground, prohibit the im- 
portation of American goods, Referred. Mr. 
Curtin, of Pennsylvania, offered a resolution 
requesting the president to furnish copies of 
correspondence in regard to the reported ar- 
res in Russian Poiana of Reinhardt Wagaer, 
a citizen of the United States. Adopted. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, chairman of the 
committee on naval affairs, reported back a 
resolution, callingon the secretary of the 
navy for information as to whetherany officer 
of the navy has received or accepted aay gic 
or present from aay prince or foreiga stute, 
without the consent of congress, Also as to 
whether any United States officers or sailors 
rendered any service tothe British navy in 
the recent bombardment cf Alexandria. 


Adopted.

Mr. Miller, of Pennsylvania, opposed the 
bill. Many men in the house seemed to think 
that the basiness of the congress was to find 
somewhere to dump the surplus—not to con- 
sider hoW the money of the government 
should be economically spent, but how the 
surplus couldibe used up. Before favoring 
this appropriation he would like to know 
how much of the sums already appropriated 
had been spentin building levees. He ven- 
tured to say that there had not been 
an appropriation forthe improvement of river 
navigation freém which there had been as 
mucn fiiching as from the appropriation for 
the Mississippi river. Mutterings had come 
up from that river that private corporations 
and private individuals were being wonder- 
fully benefitted by these immense appropria- 
tions. He wasin favor of fair appropriations, 
but he was not ‘In favor of rusting through 
the house a bill appropriating one million 
dollars when nét one fourth of the members 
know ‘for what object it was to be 
used, Mr. Hepburn, of lowa, Op- 
posed the bill. He was n 
favor of the improvement of the navighfon 
of the river, but not of the banks and plan 
tations on each side of the stream, and he be- 
lieved that it was the purpose of certain gen- 
tlemen in the house to secure the improve. 
ment of their own property, and the proper- 
ty of their congtituents, and that this strug- 
gle was to secure the plantations of the lower 
Mississippi from overflow, rather than to pro- 
tect the navigation of the stream. He criti- 
cised the disbursements of the commission 
for clerica, and menial services, de- 
claring that these services had eaten 
up nearly one-half of the $4,100,000 which 
had been appropriated. He had heard a 
gentleman say thaithe was willing to vote$30,- 
000,000 forthe purpose of improving the Mis- 
SisSippl river, but that gentleman’s ideas were 
insigaificant in Gdomparison with the ideas of 
the commission. Thirty million dollars 
would not begin to reach the estimate of the 
commission. H@e believed that the system 
of the commission included the building of 
5,000 miles of levees along 
the Mississippi, and its tribu- 
taries, and this expenditure of a_ vast 
sun. was only a beginning. The line of argu- 
ment adopted by these gentlemen is that of the 
principal opponents of the biil. Tne commit- 
tee rose for the purpose of limiting the debate, 
but several! motions to adjourn were inter- 
jected, and the yeas and nays were ordered 
on that motion, The house, yeas 80, nays 
190, refu-ed toadjourn, and it was agreed that 
when the house again goes into committee 
general debate shall be limited to 30 minutes, 
Adjourned, 


A MASS OF FIRE. 


A Frightfal Casualty on a fialiroad—Scvera! Burned 
to Death. 

sRADFORD, Pa., January 15.—The engineer 
of the train No, 2, the through train 
between Welisville, New York, and 
Bradford, Pennsylvania, while rounding 
the curve two miles east of here, at 9:45am, 
discovered oil on the track. He reversed his 
engine, but was tc, lete, and the brakes couid 
not hold the train, it dasbed into the oil, 
which was fresh and gassy. The sparks from 
the firebox ignited the oil and the flames in- 
stantiy enveloped the train, which dashed 
down the steep grade 100 feet to a mile, at 
the rate of forty-five miles an hour. There 
were about forty passengers on board 
who became extremely panicky and 
jumped from the doors and windows 
into the snow, which was three feet deep. 
Near the doors the doomed victims crowded, 
blockading the passageway. At the curve, 
haifa mile from where tbe flames seized the 
fated train, the engine and cars were derailed. 
Three women named Kitty Moran, Mrs. 
Lewis Fair, and Mrs. Connelly, or Jones, 
were burned todeath. Fifteen men and one 
boy were burned and wounded. The en- 
gineer and fireman jumped from the train. 
The former, Patsy Sexton, was badly burned 
about the face und hands and will likely 
die. He made himself a hero by 
standing by his engine, in the face of certain 
death. Toe wounded are being taken care of 
by President Carrer and Saperintendent Wil- 
liams, who3 havea full corps of physicians 
and attendants. They are being brought to 
Bradford and lodged in the botels. The pas- 
seuger coach is entirely consumed, and the 
baggage car partially destroyed. Tae mails 
and baggage were partly saved. 
The baggage master and express mes- 
senger jumped from the train and escaped 
witn a few injuries. The arms and legs of 
the victims were burned off. Many of the 
wounded are ir a critical condition, and four 
or five will, according to the Opinions of the 
piysicians, die before night. The burning 
train, #8 it dashed down the mountain side, 
wus an appalling sight, almost unnerving 
those who witnessed it. Later advices say 
that ive woman escaped with slight injuries, 
three were killed, their bodies being barned 
lo a crisp.

| THE WORLD ABROAD. 


THE ABANDONMENT OF THE Sovu- 
DAN BY THE EGYPTIANS, 


The Young King of Annam Receives the French 
Minister and Makes a Pretty Speech—Mr. 
Chamberlain on British Politics—Move- 
ments in Spain—German Affairs. 


Lonpox, January 15.—Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, president of the board of trade, 
delivered a speech at New Castle last right. 
Referring to Irish affairs he insis‘ed that the 
improved state of Ireland was due to the 
land act rather than to the crimes 
acts. He severely censured the 
recent language of =: the Parnellites 
toward Ear! Spencer, lord lieutenant of Ire- 
land, and Mr. Trevelyn, chief secretary, and 
condemned the Orange agitation. Concern- 
ing Egypt, Mr. Chamberlain said the duty of 
her majesty’s government is clear. England 
has assumed a duty whch she cannot neglect. 


Sie cannot abandon Egyp: to anarchy, and 
on the other hand she may not, and must not, 
go back on the assurances which she 
has given Exypt. ‘The task is robably more 
difficult than it was anticipated, but nothing 
bas occurred to make me think that we shall 
not succeed with time, patience and discre- 
tion, Regarding home affairs he said that the 
difficulties in Ireland and Egvpt would 
not justify the postponement of 
measures of reform in England, 
FRANCE, CHINA AND ANNAM 

Lonpon, January 15.—A despatch from 
Hai Phong to the Daily News, dated January 
10, says: There are indications ofa speedy 
advance on Bac Ninh. The French hold a 
strong strategic position for attack. The 
Chinese troops at Bac Ninh number 10,000. 
Toney are splendidly armed. Recently the 
king of Annam was succeeded by the nephew 
King of Tuduc, who died in July last. The new 
king is fifteen years old. 

The Telegraph says it is authorized to state 
that the Marguis Tseng is still awaiting in- 
structions from Pekin, 

Prime Minister Ferry has received the fol- 
lowing telegram from Tricon, French diplo- 
matic representative in Anam: Hue, Janu- 
ary 5.—The young king and the members of 
the council exercising the regency, formally 
received me to-day. The ceremony was 
witbout precedent, and was conducted with 
Oriental pomp. After the salutations had 
been exchanged, the king requested me to 
approach. He desired sme to convey to 
the Freach government fhe assurance of his 
respect and devotion, and expressed the hope 
that the severity of the treaty stipulations 
between the two countries would be miti- 
gaied. I assured the king of our sympathy 
aud good will. The king was crowned under 
the name of Kien Phue, which signifies 
Hight of felicity. The power is held by one 
of the regents, who was fermerly the leader 
of the revolution. He is disposed to follow 
our counsels, 

CASTELLAR’S VIEWS. 

MAbriIp,January 15.—In a conversation up- 
on political affairs, Senor Castellar said: 
‘Like a majority of Spanish republicaus, I 
am favorable to free trade as a-means of im- 
proving our relations with England, France 
and the United States. Theseare our natural 
friends. ‘Tre English speaking races on both 
sides of the Atlantic have no better friend in 
Kurope than myself, even though I have 
sometimes dissented from their foreign 
policy.” 

At a banquet given last evening to the free 
trade leaders, to celebrate the conclusion of 
commercial treaties between Spain and the 
various countries, Senor Gomez, minister of 
foreign affairs, Senor Gallostra, minister of 
finanee, and Senor Moret, minister of the 
interior, were present. In the speeches de- 
livered great stress was laid upon the benefi- 
cial effect the provisional treaty made with 
America will have upon Spanish trade. 

\ EGYPT S GREAT DANGER, 

Lonvon, Janvary 15—Tbe Cairo corres- 
pondent of the Standard says: It is reported 
that the Sheikh [Senoussi is advancing to join 
Kl Mahdi. If this report is true, Ezypt isin 
the greatest danger, because the influence of 
Senoussi extends along the whole north 
African shore provinces to Egypt, throughout 
the Syrian desert and among the Arab tribes 
bordering upon the Suez canal. From Trip- 
ali to Dongola, on to Alexandria, is only fif- 
teen to twenty days camel march. It has 
been decided to raise the Turkish contin- 
gents, to be recruited principally in Albania, 
which shall form the third brigade of the 
Ezyptain army. The officers are to be Eng- 
lish. 

Lonpon, January 15 —Ths Press association 
states tha: the display of energy at Woolwich 
arsenal, andthe arrival there of immense 
stores, such asare required by an army on 
the march, have given rise to the belief that 
the English cabinet will soon decide to dis- 
patch reinforcements to the army in Egypt. 
A mountain battery, pack saddies and har- 
ness for camels were shipped to Egypt fo- 
diy.

Hence it foiiows that the power conferred 
by the legislature on the city of Atlanta by 
the act of 1881, to assess the property abut- 
ting on streeis to be improved, for such im- 
rovements, is not the exercise of the taxing 
power by that city,so as to require the same 
to be uniform and ad valorem, as required by 
the censtitution of the state. 
The assessment authorized by the actin ques- 
tion is not the taking of private property for 
public use without just compensation. Every 
person in this state owes a duty to the public 
to work the public roads and highways and 
it is in the power of the legislature 
representing the public to compel a perform- 
ance ofthis duty, and it may confer upon 
municipal corporations this power. I is also 
competent to authorize these corporations to 
have the work done on the public streets and 
thoroughfares ot the various municipalities 
of this State in such manner, 
by pavements, crossings, idrainings, 
and curbings, a3 may be nec- 
essary, and to compel the owners of real 
estate fronting thereon to pay the costs and 
expenses of such*improvements. There is 
nothing in the constitution of this state or 
of the United States to prevent this being 
done. 

I can see no reason why the legislature may 
not force every person to work on tbe public 
roads and highways, and perform such service 
in proportion to the Jand that such person 
may own lying on such roads, If this power 
exists under the constitution of this state, 
why cannot the state make the improvements 
itself, and assess the land owners to pay for 
the same? This is but the exaction of a duty 
the person owes the public; and, in the case 
before us. the power conferred by the legisla- 
ture on the city of Atlanta, and the exercise 


of that power by this city to make these 1m- 


provements, and to assess and collect the cost 
of the same from the property owner, is the 
exercise of governmental powers by @ munt- 
cipality which isa part of the state govern- 
ment.

The blessings conferred by 
these improvements are shared by 
the owners of the property assessed in 
han the general public.

A Constitution Man Rides up to the Home of Lula 
Hurst, the Wonderful Electric Girl and Makes 
Report of What He Saw-A Wooderful 
Power—Mystifies North Georgia.

wonderful story,of the wonderful Lula Hurst. 

Collardtown! 

How is that for the home of the newly developed 
wizzard of the beautiful Cedar Valley coygntry? 

and yet, the air of Collardtown is weighted with 
unwritten romances and mysterious tales. 

Collard was an Indian chief. When the Chero- 
kees posse’ sed the land it wasaround the precincts 
of what is now Collaratown that he gathered his 
followers to besmear Dew paint on their faces or en- 
joy the pleasures of the peaceful calumet. But 
elas for Collard. The advance of civilization sent 
him toward the jand of the declining sun. Behind 
him and his followers, however, was left Collard- 
town, & name that shall endure farever. It is 
worthy of note also that there are still to be found 
+y relic hunters in that region numerous flint ar- 
cow points, stone pots, and various other produc- 
tions of the savage aruzan. 

while Collardtown is in the Cedar Valley coun 
try. itean beeven more definitely located. Itsown 
particular vale iscalled Collardtown valley and 
porders Lake creek, @ most singular stream. which 
while flowing a bold currentin winter, dries up 
in summer and leaves in its bed a succession of 
numberlees lakes—hence the name. For miles 
apd miles the rugged hills and moun- 
tains of that portion of north Georgia 
stretch away in clusters and ranges Cividing the 
feriile valleys that lay along the numerous creeks 
andriversof thatsection. Wooded mountains and 
rich valleys bless the country that produced the 
wonderful Lula. 

THE HOME OF LULA HURST, 

In ante-bellum times the home of Lula Hurst was 
one of the handsomest of Georgia bhomesteatis, 

The place consists of three hundred and sixty 
acres, bioad and rich. 

Five miles from Cedartown, on the Cartersville 
«oad is the house, weather-stained and perhaps 
with only a shadow of its old time glory. 

A mile through a red laneand the house, sixty 
yards from the ro ad, sits in the midst ofa grove of 
puge native oaks, thatlend beaut7 and dignity to 
the place. 

The negro quarters have given way to framed 
tenant houses and the old packing screw, 


that landmark of aute-bellum times, 
has succumbed to the more modern invention, 


and is fast going to join 1ts departed fellows. 

The dwelling is a two story, framed strnct- 
ure, with eight rooms—four below and fourabove, 
witha wide hall on each floor. Unlike the char- 
acteristic southern house of plantation days, it 
does no! have the long piazza ané huge columns. 
Instead is a small porch for one story, with two 
columns, one ateach front corner. 

The mys!erious room in which Lula Hurst first 
discovered her miraculous powers is the front 
room on the peht aS one enters. 
Opposite is the bedroom of Mr. and Mrs, Hurst. 
Theother rooms are occupied by the several smaller 
members of the family and used for various other 
purposes. Thereis nothing particularly striking in 
the appearance of the place. It looks about iike 
the other prosperous farmhouses adjacent and is no 
lonelier or more ghostlike than the others,

The 
vote in the senate stood: Groome 4, Robinson 
6, Thomas 1, Wilson 3, Robert B. Dixon, dem- 
ocratic, Talbot, 5; Westcott 2, Creswell 2 
There were three abdsentees from the house 
and three from the senate. All the candidates 
voted for reside in counties on the eastern 
shore, an old old law requiring that the 
senator to be chosen at this election shall be 
a .esident of that section. This peculiar old 
law of Maryland, providing that one of the 
United State senators shall be selected 
from a particular locality, has always been 
faithfully observed by the legislature.

These chil- 
dren of ours can’t haul wood nor cut it nor 
bring water fram the ‘spring nor feed the 
stock without freezing tueir hands and feet 
andthey run inthe house and stick their 
shoes in the fire and scoreh their clothes be- 
fore they know it; but they can hunt rabbits 
and slide down the hill half a day ata time, 
and then turn out by moonlight and slide 
again, and hoiler and romp and get all soris 
of falls, and at the last we have 
to order them home and. drive them to bed’ 
I made them five sieds, and the gi:s and the 
boys, big and little, o'd and young, have had 
a giorious time of it, and even Nabor Free- 
man came down ali bundled up and said he 
was mighty nigh froze to death, but in 
a few minuies he was watching the children 
from the window, and caught the inspiration 
ard joined in the sport and did some 
splendid tumbiing, for he had lost the lick, 
and when he fell he fell all over like a jump- 
ing jack, for he is long and slender, and his 
knee joints popped iike a wagon whip 
as hetried to take upon the sliky, _ slippy 
ice. My fish pond is frozen over and the chil- 
dren have got many a fall and seen:stars 
when the back of their head collided with the 
treacherous ice and yeserday a 
young man came who suid he 
knew he could skate for he 
could skate on rollers on a floor and 
we encouraged him to try it with genuine 
skates and fixed them on him and gave him 
a startand his head went so much faster than 
his heels that he kissed the glassy floor pre- 
maturely and retired with greatapplause, I 
like to stand around and see the show but I’m 
too old mow to perform ofr play 
the clown for the amusement of other peo- 
ple. So we have got all that we reasonably 
could out of the weather, and had aright 
good time. The girls wanted me to rig up 
a sleigh and it would have been 
fun, but I thought of the poor horses 
and how thoughtless young folks were and 
respectfully ceclined. A merciful man is 
merciful to his beast, but a 16 year-old boy 
would drive a horse to Jerusalem if he had 
his sweetheart by his side. My heart was sad 
with pity when [read the other day about 
that train Joad of horses that was snowed 
under in Minnesota and all _ perished 
and froze while penned upin thecars. There 
is a power of trouble of late, a power of pain 
and trouble and suffering and death. It is 
all very sad and makes the heart sick, and’ 
we feel like we want to do something to stop 
it, but we can’t. Folks burnt up in 
schoolsand convents—folks torn and mangled 
and scalded to death in railroad disasters. 
Folks perishing with cold and hun- 
ger; folks committing suicide 
from grief and despair; folks getting 
drowned while in the bloom of youth 
like those sweet girls at Wilkesbarre who 
went down through the ice, and losing all 
hope, said good-bye, and sank to be seen no 
more. Qh, the pity of it, the pity of it! 
Most every day there are new chapters of 
horrocs and it shocks our humanity but the 
busy world moves on and the mourners are 
forgotten. The ranks close up justlike they 
do in battle when a soldier falls. There isno 
time to stop orto mourn and the column 
marches on unbroken.

Tees were others, however, who did not 
concur with Alderman Stockdell, Among 
¢he number was ( vuncilmen Gray, who said: 
“T think the gentleman ought to be able to 
reconcile their di flerence sand to organize the. 
poard. Especially do I think so, since they 

are public servants 3 

THE BOARD REQUESTED TO ORGANIZE. 

The question of tue failure to organize was 
given a tangibie form by a meeting of the 
street commmuttee from the general council. 
The committee convened in Mayor Good- 
wip’s office at 12° o'clock, and during their 
deliberations were presided over by the 
meyor. There were present Mr. M. Mahoney, 
chairman of the committee, and Mr. Haiman, 
Mr. McAfee and Mr Day. The action of the 
board on Monday evening was fully and freely 
discussed in all its bearings. The 
question was handled in a gloveless manner, 
but no censure or blame was heaped upon 
either of the commissioners by the members 
of the committee. After the question had 
been exhausted the committee adopted 
resolution requesting the board of commis 
sioners to effectan immediate organization 
The resolution was instantly transmiited t 
the members of thegqsboard and by 
two o'clock that body had complie 
wit’ the request of the council committee 

Mr. Maherand Mr, Heradon received th 
written request from the committee anda 
once repaired to the commissioners’ room 
Immediately after reaching their office the 
were joined by Mr. Venable who came ir 
and the three commissioners being presén 
Mr. Herndon called the body to order ar 
stated that the meeting had forits object «nin 
mediate organization. Mr. Venable stated thi 
he didnot object to an- organization, M 
Herndon nominated Mr. Maher for chairme 
and Mr. Venable nominated Mr. Herndon if 
chairman. There was but one ballo| M 
Maher receiving two votes and Mr, Hernds 
one vote. Mr Venable voted for Mr. Her 
dion aud Mr. Herndon and Mr. Maher vot 
for Mr. Maher.

Yesterday the board of aroitration of the South- 
ern Railwayaud Steamship association convened 
at the offices of the association, in the city, for the 
purpose of consideriog and deciding certain impor- 
tant differences between our leading lines of 
transporiation. Something like a general state- 
ment ofthe nature of these diffvrevees has already 
obtained curreucy, but very few detiaite facts and 
figures bearing upon the subject have found their 
wey iuto print. 

Now that the matter has come before the proper 
tribunal for final action, a plain statement of the 
case. so far as tbe facts can be ascerteined, will be 
of general interest In November ijast complaints 
came from various quarters to the effect that the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
company was culling ihe rate on cottou from Macon 
10 Savanuah, when coming from stations on the 
Southwestern railroad. It was alleged that the 
Company was aleo cutting the raie from Atlanta to 
Sevaunah, aud o:her points, on shipments of cot- 
ton from ‘he Avanta and West Poiut railroad, 

this alleved cutting of rates grew out of the fact 
that the railroad comoniission had on August 16, 
1883. issued circn ar40, which tooketfect Septem 
per {7, 1883, enforeing rule one On all shipments of 
cottou made over the various branches of he Cen- 
tral railroad According to the provirions- of this 
circular the foliowing are the joint rates on Cot- 
ton from the various stations vu the Soutawes- 
tera to Savannah: 

Byron to 3avanuah. 48 cents; Powersville to Savan- 
nah, 44 cents; Fort Vailey to Savannah, 46 Cents; 
Marshuliville to Savannah, 46; Montezuma 10 Sa-
